DR, R, J, MC CREARY in 
Elba presented me witha couple 
of buckeye balls last week. He 
Said that every now and then 


I am suppose to take them out ’ 


and rub my fingers over them 
and they will bring us good 
luck. He said he harvested them 
at ‘thigh noon on Friday 13 
in Escambia County on the Dr, 
McCreary plantation onthe bank 
of the Sepulga River near the 
mule graveyard. Dr, McCreary 
Said all buckeye balls are good 
but that “these are better,” 

Anyhow I am keeping up with 
these buckeye balls and Pll be 
able to tell you if there is 
anything to that business of 
good luck, I have already near- 
ly worn these buckeye balls out 
rubbing them for good luck, 

The buckeye tree {is said to 
be so handsome and rapid of 
growth that in spite of a very 
disagreeable ordor exhaled by 
the bark and leaves, it hasbeen 
adopted as an ornamental shade 
tree in all sections where it 
will grow. The trees are un 
usually tall, with slender 
branches, and the broad five- 
fingered leaves grow in 
umbrella-like clusters, cover- 
ing the tree with dark luxuriant 
foliage, The buckeye tree grows 
wild in certain parts of the 
southern states, 

The buckeye balls are also 
called horse chestnuts. They 
look sorta like chestnuts. The 
buckeye is thought to have poi- 
sonous seeds and leaves. Most 
of the species have bitter fla- 
voured seeds and bark. But 
if these balls can bring me 
good luck it won’t matter how 
bitter they are, 

I have never seen a buckeye 
tree but I am curious now to 
see them. So far as I know 
there are no buckeye trees in 
this area but if so will some- 
one please tell me where they 
are, :
